Under more normal circumstances our response would have 
been quick and affirmative., In light of today's scrutiny of 
Agency activities on the domestic scene, however, a very hard 
look has been taken at the possible implications of the re- 
quested exchange between our two agencies. It has been ruled 
that such an exchange would be interpreted as somewhat dubious 
in nature and that the consultative assistance involves a type 
of relationship wrhich is best avoided at this time. 

In view of the above, it will not be possible to partici- 
pate in the Joint Medic al/Psychological Program nor make the 
services of available to your committee.
